, Fair showing of Holsteins must go down as the best 
show in quality that state has ever produced. While no 
really sensational animal came out of the competition 
the general quality of the animals that were called upon 
to pass the inspection of Judge Robert E. Haeger was 
higher, we believe, than ever before in the history of a 
state that has been replete with great shows. 

The numbers broke all records. Seven hundred thir- 
teen head with the calf club entries was the grand total. 
This exceeds last year’s showing by over one hundred. 
In the open classes there were 459 females and 150 bulls. 
The calf club entries totalled 104 in addition to these 
that competed in the open classes. The female classes 
averaged 40 head and the male classes averaged 21 head. 
Special classes for Instiution exhibits brought up the 
total. One class, the senior heifer class had 84 entries 
and 73 animals actually entered the ring for the com- 
petition. There were 21 aged bulls and 42 aged cows. 
The groups brought out 22 gets of sire and the 20 ex- 
hibits of produce of dam constituted the finest ring of 
this class we have ever seen. There were no poor rings 
although naturally some classifications stood out as 
features. Falling just short of sensational in quality the 
numbers gave the show an impressive picture of the won- 
derful improvement in Holstein type that has taken place 
generally in Wisconsin. 

Just one more word about the size of this show. It 
indicates the interest in showing in Wisconsin and em- 
phasizes the supremacy of the breed there. The 189 ex-

hibitors brought animals from 31 counties. But four were 
from outside of the state and they showed 54 of the ani- 
mals. Is this any indication of the interest in showing? 
Does it emphasize the value of type work done in the past 
four years by the Association? Most decidedly it does 
and Wisconsin is to be soundly praised for the wonderful 
progress she has made in this regard. 


Getting down to cases the Carnation show herd must 
be conceded the honors as far as individual winnings go. 
This great herd made up of animals selected from the 
Washington and Wisconsin farms captured seven blue 
ribbons and five reds which with other placings gave it 
premier exhibitor. Pabst Holstein farms showed four 
blues and three reds. Outside of Halbach with two blues 
the remaining first premiums were parcelled out one to 
a customer. And no one party was able to get more than 
a single championship, the single winners keeping the two 
leading contenders from getting any of these honors. 
Three of the champions were Wisconsin animals while 
the invading forces took one. 


Judge Haeger made the three-year-old Halbach bull 
senior and grand champion and Joe Piek’s senior yearling 
son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst was junior champion. 
Hollyhock Farm earned signal honor by winning senior 
and grand championship on a wonderful four-year-old 
daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes while Minnesota 
Holstein Company, exhibiting a senior yearling daughter 
of that great producing and breeding matron, May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, won the junior championship.

Holsteins From Eight States at Des Moines 


By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


NATIONAL Holstein Show, with representation 
A from eight states from the Mississippi to the 

Rockies, and including the Northwest and South- 
west as well as the corn belt, was staged at Des Moines 
in connection with the Iowa State Fair. The home state 
furnished not only the largest Holstein exhibit—53 head 
owned by the Iowa Board of Control—but also the most 
successful exhibit, that of H. O. Larsen of Forum Hol- 
stein Farm at Dike, Iowa. Minnesota was represented by 
Femco Farms and A. J. Lashbrook, Montana by the Ring- 
ling Ranches, Colorado by the Woodmen herd. Okla- 
homa by Mr. Griffith’s Mount Riga Farms, Kansas by the 
Romig herd, Missouri by A. J, King and Illinois by the 
Vial & Abbott bull. Numerous other Iowa exhibitors 
swelled the total to well over 200 head. 


Except for the Senior and Grand Championship won by 
the Woodmen bull, Corwin Wimple De Kol Ormsby, an 
Iowa bred bull, by the way, all of the Championships 
stayed in the home state. The Board of Control had 
Senior and Grand Champion female on Rhoda Johanna 
Pietertje, who also showed with marked success on the 
1925 circuit. Larsen had Junior Champion female and 
Paul Stewart Junior Champion bull. 

A hot contest for Get of Sire was won by Paul Stewart 
with the get of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, famous Na- 
tional Grand Champion, formerly owned by Mr. Stewart 
and now heading the Iowana herd. It was a mature get 
and a good one, topping one of the best classes of the 
show. 

The ribbons were placed by Prof. J. B. Fitch of Kansas 
who did a thorough and consistent job, especially consid- 
ering the crowded condition of the ring. There were a 
number of close decisions that might have gone either 
way, according to the individual preferences of the judge. 
Like many college men, Fitch usually prefers the clean 
cut, refined type, rather than strength and constitution. 
As a rule his first prize animals met with popular favor 
but in some of his lower placings several very strong 
good bodied animals were left farther down the line than 
they might have been under some other judges. 


The Bulls 


Two sons of Sir P. O. M. 14th topped the class of nine 
Aged Bulls, the six money winners all being very cred- 
itable individuals. Corwin Wimple De Kol Ormsby led 
the class and went through to Senior and Grand Cham- 
pion honors. He was perhaps the largest bull in the 
ring and has developed a great deal more body than he 
has shown some other years. The Femco bull, Minnehaha 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby, the North Dakota Grand Champion, 
took second on quite a close decision over Tritomia Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Lad, the Vial & Abbott bull. Larsen’s great 
K. P. O. P. three-year-old, Forum Patriarch, was out-

standing in his class and some of the ringside favoreq 
him for the Championship. Stewart’s son of Tritomig 
Pietertje Ormsby was a creditable second. Femco Won 
the two-year-old class with Ringling bulls second and 
third. The senior yearlings brought out the Junior Cham. 
pion in Butter Boy Prince Ormsby, a son of Paul Aaggie 
Butter Boy, owned by Paul Stewart. Except for a rather 
plain head, this youngster is a real show bull. In the 
junior division, Forum Triune Ormsby, a maternal brother 
‘to Forum Patriarch, won the decision over Griffith’s sop 
iof Sir Johanna Bess Segis. Femco had the first prize 


‘calf in a son of Pride of Sir Piets, with Larsen’s gon of 


Forum Patriarch in second place. This was a large class 


with 25 youngsters in the ring. 
The Females 


The 26 Aged Cows, including four-year-olds, made a 
striking class, with Rhoda Johanna Pietertje as the popu- 
lar choice for first place. The lower placings in this 
class gave the judge considerable trouble, as there were 
a number of quite good cows of various types and of 
different stages of lactation. M. B. B. White, owned by 
Femco, finally went to second place over the Ringling 
cow that showed with such success at the Dakota fairs, 
Larsen’s good cow took fourth and Stewart had two ep. 
tries in fifth and seventh places, one being the dam of 
the Vial & Abbott bull and the other a daughter of Tri. 
tomia. Two of Griffith’s daughters of Piebe were just 
outside the money in this strong class. 

Griffith won his first blue in the three-year-old class 
with Aaggie Buckeye Beauty 2d, Lashbrook having a 
creditable second. One of Stewart’s Tritomia daughters 
led the two-year-olds, the Larsen entry beating out Grif- 
fith’s Prilly-Creator heifer for second place. 

The Larsen senior yearling, Forum Diana Masterpiece, 
who will be remembered as Junior Champion at Sedalia 
and Springfield, won her third blue without difficulty, but 
lost the Championship to the Larsen calf. Grahamholm 
Hazel Colantha, last year’s All-American calf and now 
owned by Griffith, was in second place over the Board of 
Control yearling, Cherokee Piebe Lady Sarcastic 2d, who 
was also one of the sensational calves of 1925. Griffith 
annexed another blue with a junior yearling of Appleman 
breeding. One’ of Larsen’s two splendid entries stood 
second and the other was rather surprisingly out of the 
money. Mr. King’s great heifer that won at Sedalia and 
Springfield was crowded down to fourth place by a Ring- 
ling heifer. It seemed to the ringside that the judge 
did not show his usual consistency in this particular class, 
and several very good heifers were overlooked that might 
well have been somewhere in the money.

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Ohio Stages Creditable Holstein Show

N ACCOUNT of the concentrated arrangement of 
O show dates this season the Holstein exhibit at Ohio 

State Fair this year was down somewhat in num- 
pers. Entries for this breed numbered 176, of which 139 
actually appeared in the individual classes. The quality 
of the tops was excellent throughout the show, resolving 
most of the way into a battle between the Hargrove & 
Arnold and Billiwhack strings, with Rieck Certified Dairy 
Farms, Echo Farm of Kentucky, Karl Nims, Elmer 
Frazier, Ralph King Estate and others breaking fre- 
quently into the high moneys. Hargrove & Arnold with 
seven blues and five seconds, with both junior cham- 
pions, were the heaviest winners. Billiwhack Stock Farm 
did nearly as well with six firsts, three seconds and one 
senior and grand championship. Rieck Certified Dairy 
Farms, in their initial show ring effort did very credit- 
ably with three firsts and a goodly number of lesser 
prizes. Echo Farm had a single blue, their aged bull, who 
went through to senior and grand championship. - Ralph 
King Estate, with only a few head showing, accounted for 
the one remaining blue ribbon. Billiwhack dominated 
the older female classes, having all of the contenders for 
senior championship, while Hargrove & Arnold were out 
in front in the younger classes, both male and female, 
and in the groups. Exhibitors were present from Iowa, 
California, Indiana, Kentucky, as well as Ohio. Axel 
Hansen placed the awards in his usual careful and con- 
scientious manner and gave very generad satisfaction. 


The Bull Classes ; 


Lyons Mutual Burke, the Echo Farms entry, topped 
a fair class of five aged bulls. He is a strong topped bull 
of outstanding dairy quality, especially good in the rump, 
but lacking a bit in thickness. He went through to senior 
and grand championship, the principal contender being 
King Ona Jolie Fayne, a splendid three-year-old, heading 
the Rieck string. This bull, who was one of the good 
two-year-olds of last year with the Ona Company herd, 
has developed very nicely indeed. He is carrying perhaps 
too much flesh, showing a bit too heavy in the shoulder 
and not as clean cut behind as the older bull. Ringside 
sentiment was divided between these two bulls for the 
championship. Sir Adna Perfection, the Billiwhack 3- 
year-old, is not quite holding the promise he gave at the 
winter shows in the Rocky Mountain region. K. P. O. P. 
5lst, a Hargrove & Arnold entry, headed a rather ordinary 
lot of 2-year-olds. The senior yearlings were better, 
Billiwhack winning without much difficulty with Beryl- 
wood Prince De Kol Retha, their white son of Prince 
Aaggie of Berylwood. Ormsby Pietertje Piebe of Merry 
Max was a creditable second in this class. He is owned 
by Rolland E. Maxwell of Urbana, Ill. Hansen found his 
junior champion, however, in the junior yearling class, 
in T. O. P. 59th, a typical Triune son shown by Har- 
grove & Arnold. It was a close fit in this class with 
Billy Homestead De Kol, the Billiwhack entry that Bob 
Haeger made Grand Champion at Missouri, in second 
place. This flashy youngster was not showing as well 
as he has at earlier shows. Axel criticized him, in com- 
parison with the winner, for a tendency to flatness in 
the rib, not as much cleanness around the throat and not 
cut out quite as well behind. They are a good pair how- 
a Rieck led the bull calf class with a son of Friend 

ebe. 


The Female Classes 


As mentioned before, Billiwhack made their best show- 
ing in the older female classes. Model Segis Prilly 
Gelsche, their great 1,000-lb. fat producer, led a creditable 
class of aged cows. This grand old cow, past ten years 
old and not too good on her feet from rather too much 
conditioning, was clearly entitled to win the class, and 
we can hardly see how she should have been left out of 
the money entirely at the earlier shows of the circuit. 
They must have been real cow classes. Clair Miller had 
a very sweet little cow, Queen Mercedes Ormsby De Kol, 
in second place. The four-year-olds were headed by 
Jennie De Kol Segis Walker, last year’s All-American 
3-year-old, and we think she was a popular choice for 
Grand Championship, which Axel gave her. She has 
Strength with refinement all the way through, and with 


a little more style in the head and a bit better rear udder 
attachment, would be about as near right as they make 
them. We want to be around when she stacks up against 
Mt. Victoria’s Ingleside Pietje Posch at the National. The 
three-year-olds were a plain lot, with the single notable 
exception of Billiwhack’s Miss Tritomia Fobes Walker, 
the heifer that Bob Haeger made Grand Champion at 
Missouri. She is another real one, having the style that 
Jennie lacks in the head and size and strength as well. 
She needs a bit more width in the pins. Billiwhack 
scored their fourth consecutive win with Miss Pappoose 
Piebe, a K. P. O. P. daughter, in the two-year-old class. 
She had to be good to beat the Frazier entry, Merrygold 
Starie Belle Piebe, and Iowa Duchess Yuma, a 1,750-Ib. K. 
FP. O. P. granddaughter, Hargrove.& Arnold recently 
added to their string. She was just ready to freshen, and, 
carrying a lot of fever, appeared at a disadvantage. She 
may have to be reckoned with later on. Three grand- 
daughters of K. P. O. P. fought it out for top honors in 
the senior yearling class. The Ralph King Estate finally 
won out with Sparrow Hawk Fayne Jewel, a daughter of 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke. Hargrove & Arnold 
took second and third in the final line-up with two daugh- 
ters of Triune Ormsby Piebe. With better teat place- 
ment Triune Sunny Lady Piebe, out of Sunny Lady 34d, 
might have won. The King entry was a strong one, how- 
ever, and especially good in this respect. Another Triune 
daughter lead the junior section, with a King Pietertje 
Jewel Korndyke heifer in second place for Karl Nims. 
The calves made the largest class of the show, with 29 
in the ring, of which 16 survived the first cut. Triune 
Pappoose Piebe, another Triune daughter, was the winner. 
This heifer, according to all reports, is getting better and 
better as she goes along. If this keeps up it will take a 
real one indeed to head her. Elmer Frazier had a daugh- 
ter of his Milford Meadows bull in second place that 
would be a winner in anything but extraordinary competi- 
tion. This line up found three K. P. O. P. granddaugh- 
ters fighting it out for Junior Championship, the heifer 
calf winning handily. 


The Groups 


In the important Get of Sire class, Hargrove & Arnold 
scored a double win, the older K. P. O. P. group, without 
some of the good outside help they have had at earlier 
shows, being forced down to second place under the flashy 
Triune Ormsby Piebe youngsters. Third place to the get 
of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke added still more honor 
to the K. P. O. P. line.. Billiwhack could not be denied 
in the graded herd class, and Hargrove & Arnold were 
equally outstanding in the Yearling Herd and Calf Herd 
classes. Rieck headed a rather ordinary Produce of Cow 
class with a pair of young bulls. Four county herds were 
out, Geauga winning, as usual, with Portage, Medina and 
Bluffton District following in the order named. Follow- 
ing are the complete awards:

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Holsteins at New York State Fair 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


York State Fair this year was not up to the standard 

of previous years, because of a conflict in dates which 
kept out all of the cattle from states farther west which 
have been including this fair in their circuit. The quality, 
however, so far as tops go, was very pleasing and the 
show as a whole must be considered very creditable. The 
number actually shown in the ring totaled 126, all from 
New York State except the Baker and Knowles strings 
from New England. Yates Farms, Orchard Park, N. Y., 
were the big winners, taking twelve out of eighteen first 
prizes offered, including both; grand championships. 
Among the winnings that were especially pleasing to Mr. 
Yates may be mentioned the grand championship for his 
senior herd sire, Count Paul Echo Posch, first and second 
get of sire from the offspring of past and present herd 
sires, and first place-in the seventy-two hour production 
test with $1,000 silver cup as the chief award. Other 
winnings included first and second in the bull calf class; 
first, third and fourth aged cows; first and second three- 
year-olds; first, fourth and six two-year-olds; first heifer 
calf, first and third graded herd, first calf herd, first pro- 
duce of dam, first and third dairy herd, etc. In only one 
class in which they were entered did a Yates entry fail 
to get first or second, and in that class, the yearling bull 
class, they placed third. This will indicate what a factor 
the Yates entries, numbering twenty-five head, were in 
this show. However, they did not, by any means, com- 
prise all of the good cattle. F. P. Knowles, Auburn, 
Massachusetts, as always, had a string brought out in 
splendid condition and the Baker Farm entries also were 
a highly creditable lot of cattle brought out in good fit. 
The Craeg Manor entries, owned by Dr. M. M. Slocum, 
Barneveld, N. Y., also attracted much favorable comment. 
The other entries in the show were largely made in con- 
nection with the county herd exhibit and in which was 
entered a large number of exhibitors. Many of these 
were not properly fitted for state fair competition and 
did not figure strongly in the high money. Baker Farm 
with three firsts, four seconds and two thirds, and one 
junior championship, ranked next to Yates in the amount 
of winnings, while the Knowles string with two firsts, 
six thirds and one junior championship ranked next. Dr. 
Slocum had one first, two seconds and a number of lesser 
prizes. 

The show started with the bull calves and worked up 
to the aged bulls. Eighteen senior calves faced Judge 
Stevens, Yates taking first on Count Johanna Ormsby 
Posch, an inbred double grandson of Count Paul Posch of 
great depth and style. The second prize winner, Count 
Paul Netherland, a son of Count Paul Echo Posch, was 
good also. The yearling class here is not divided and the 
combined class totaled eight. It was a rather uneven lot, 
although the winner, Duke Pearl Asiatic, will be a con- 
tender among the senior yearlings in any company this 
year. ‘ This is the calf that was junior champion at the 
Eastern States Exposition last fall in the Knowles string 
and Mr. Knowles is showing him this year for the Prison 
Camp and Hospital, who now own him. H. V. Bump 
showed a son of Marathon Bess Burke 10th in second 
place. This bull is of good style and probably had more 
dairy quality than any other bull in the ring. There were 
only two two-year-old bulls, the Slocum entry, Count Piebe 
Hengerveld, being outstanding. Among the three three- 
year-olds, Baker Farm scored their first win with F. F. 
Pontiac King Segis Bush, a bull they own jointly with 
one of the Vermont State Institutions. Kingsford Farms 
placed: second with King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 47th, the 
bull they purchased from Hargrove & Arnold a few 
months ago. In the aged class, Count Paul Echo Posch, 
the Yates Farm senior sire, was outstanding and easily 
went through to senior and grand championship. Another 
Yates bull was second also in Paul Pontiac Posch, another 
son of Count Paul Posch.

old with a well nigh perfect udder. She had recently 
completed a 32-Ib. butter record and was not in the best 
of show condition. The Slocum entry, Princess Merceng 
Pontiac, a former star member of the Haley & Lee show 
string, was favored for first position by many of the ring- 
side on account of her wonderful top line and rump and 
general style. She was showing at a disadvantage because 
of being dry. Between these two great cows there was 
plenty to justify placing either of them first. Faforit 
Pietje Posch Mercedes, another Yates entry, that placed 
second to Westview De Kol Walker last year, was forced 
down to third place, and Yates scored again with Colantha 
Posch Abbekerk, a daughter of Prince Colanthus Abbe. 
kerk, in fourth position. Princess Piebe Mercedes 
Ormsby, the daughter of K. P. O. P., that did so well 
with the Iowa Board of Control herd last year, now shown 
by Baker Farm, could do no better than fifth. She is a 
cow that could easily go high in most aged cow line-ups. 
Yates scored again in the three-year-old class with first 
and second, the winner, Sylvia Posch Netherland, being 
a particularly attractive young cow with an especially 
good rump and top line. The two-year-old class of seven- 
teen was one of the best of the show, eleven surviving the 
first cut and giving Ward cause for considerable study. 
Yates placed three in the money, winning the class with 
Duchess Lenox Korndyke Posch, a daughter of Count 
Korndyke Posch, one of the present Yates Farm herd 
sires. McQueen had a very milky heifer in second place, 
while Baker Farm could do no better than third with 
Triune Piebe Fobes, a heifer that was a blue ribbon 
winner as a calf at the National and also did well with 
the Hargrove & Arnold string last year. The senior year- 
ling heifers also brought out some sensational tops, Baker, 
Yates and Knowles all making a real fight for the blue, 
but finishing in the order given. Mr. Baker was especially 
pleased to win with Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy 4th, 
the outstanding daughter of Triune Ormsby Piebe and 
Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy, for which he paid $2,350 
in the Clark sale last spring. She later went through to 
junior championship and it is not necessary to say that 
she has developed splendidly. Yates showed Pledge Onyx 
Colantha, a daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Colantha 
among the bunch he purchased some time ago from 
Maaikenshof. This heifer was better in rump and pin 
bones and a little cleaner cut, perhaps, than the Knowles 
entry, Highlawn Sylvia Cornucopia, the last named, how- 
ever, being one of the flashiest things in the class. With 
a little more spread to her pin bones and more cleanness 
under the throat, she would make them all take a back 
seat. This heifer was junior champion at Eastern States 
last year as a calf. Baker Farm scored their third win in 
the junior yearling class with Miss Triune Johanna. This 
was also a mighty pleasing award for Baker Farm as this 
heifer is the oldest daughter of their herd sire, Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 27th. The calf class was another close 
contest with twenty-one entries. Yates finally won first 
with Sweet Canary Posch, a daughter of Count Korndyke 
Posch from a daughter of Sweet Canary Mechthilde, the 
great cow sold in the Brentwood Sale a year ago. Baker 
Farm showed another daughter of Triune Ormsby Piebe 
27th in second place and R. M. and J. H. Stone had a 
daughter of Mercellus Segis in third place.

The consistent winning of the Yates entries through- 
out the show was reflected in the groups, where their 
uniform excellence carried them through to first place 
in every class in which they competed.

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Holsteins At The Canadian National

HE Canadian National Exhibition of 1926 as usual 
. prought out some wonderful Holsteins in quite a 

large proportion of the classes, although the quality 
does not run 80 far down the line as at the Canadian 
Royal which is more generally supported by Holstein 
Exhibitors. The top animals of Canada are to be found at 
poth shows, but for a number of reasons there are always 
more good ones at the Royal. This year’s C. N. E. Hol- 
stein show was, except for one or two classes, a real 
credit to the Dominion, in spite of the fact that several 
outstanding Canadian show animals have been sold to 
the states during the past year. 

As at the Ottawa Show, reported last week, Mount 
Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec, brought out the 
two Grand Champions, the same two that won at Ottawa, 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, making his third appearance 
before a Canadian judge and took his third Canadian 
Grand Championship. He has also won two Grand Cham; 
pionships at National Dairy Shows, two at Waterloo, one 
at Portland, five at important State Fairs and six at lead- 
ing Wisconsin County Fairs, giving him 19 Grand Cham- 
pionships to date. He is expected to appear at the Na- 
tional again this year and prospects are bright for history 
to repeat itself, as he is showing in the best form of his 
career. At Toronto he had no serious competition either 
in class or for the championship honors, which is not 
saying that there were not several other great bulls 
present in a number of the classes. 


Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, Mount Victoria’s famous 
1,000-Ib. fat producer, also repeated her Ottawa winning 
of Senior and Grand Championship. She is showing dry 
but is due to freshen before the National and is a really 
wonderful cow in every respect, combining as she does 
type with great production and remarkable breeding. 


Ontario captured both Junior Championships as well 
as well as all of the Reserve Championships, these being 
divided among five different Ontario breeders. J. W. 
Innes, Woodstock, Ont., had Junior and Reserve Grand 
Champion female on a daughter of their last year’s All- 
American two-year-old, Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, who 
by the way, topped the dry three-year-old class at Toronto, 
this year. T. O. Dolson, Brampton, Ont., had Junior and 
Reserve Grand Championship bull on Ivan Burke, a junior 
yearling son of the three times All-American McPhee bull, 
Sir Francy Mercena Burke. Another son of the same sire 
owned by Eaton Hall Farm, Eversley, Ont., headed the 
senior yearling class and was made Reserve Junior 
Champion, these two bulls and a third prize winning 
yearling making up the first prize Get of Sire. The Re- 
serve Senior Champion male was the Innes two-year-old, 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, who has been undefeated at eight 
good shows this year and was a prominent winner last 
year. Reserve Senior Champion female went to Gypsie 
Posch Ruby, the first prize aged cow in milk, owned by 
Haley & Lee, Springford, Ont., and Reserve Junior Cham- 
pion female was a junior calf owned by E. B. Durham, 
Smithville, Ont. From the above it will be seen that the 
top animals were quite well distributed. Mount Victoria 
Farms and Innes were probably the heaviest winners, with 
Raymondale and Haley & Lee not so far behind, and sev- 
eral others making a creditable showing. P. H. Moore, 
of Colony Farm, did a very satisfactory job of judging. 


The Bulls 


The class of 11 Aged Bulls was headed, as stated by 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, who was clearly the outstand- 
ing animal of the show, although the Raymondale three- 
year-old, Brookholm Inka, who had to compete with him 
in class will be hard to beat this year in competition with 
bulls of his own age. In the two-year-old class, the Innes 
bull was the unquestioned winner and the several great 
two-year-olds that are showing in the states this year will 
have to consider him seriously at the National. The 
senior yearlings were a bit uneven with some good ones 
at the top, but the class as a whole did not compare with 
the junior yearlings. Both classes, as mentioned before 
were won by sons of Sir Francy Mercéena Burke, and 
there was another son of this sire inside the money in 
each class. Arbogast took the senior division and Innes 


the junior, of the calf class, and here again the juniors 
showed much more quality in the lower placings. 


The Femaies 

The dry females showed the first day, immediately 
after the judging of the bull classes. As is most often the 
case, the dry class brought out the Grand Champion, and 
no one questioned the right of Oakhurst Colantha Abbe- 
kerk to the honor. There were 19 cows in the class and 
the competition was all in the lower placings, first being 
outstanding. 

May Pauline Ormsby, owned by J. C. Hoog of Inger- 
soll, was put in second place over Jemima Posch Tensen, 
owned by E. B. Durham of Smithville. Raymondale, Innes 
and Arbogast Bros., each had two cows in the lineup of 
eleven tops and each had one inside the first seven 
moneys. 

The dry three-year-old class was headed by Alcartra 
Colantha Ormsby, owned by J. W. Innes. She was AIll- 
American two-year-old last year, made a two-year-old rec- 
ord of 946 lbs. butter and has a daughter that was made 
Junior Champion of this year’s show, which makes her 
quite an all-around cow for type, production and trans- 
mitting power. Mr. Dolson had a daughter of the Yates 
Farms herd sire, Count Paul Echo Posch in first place in 
the dry two-year-old class, with an Arbogast entry in 
second place. The Arbogast females are a large milky 
looking lot, but lack a bit in finish and smoothness for 
top money in fast rings. 

After selling several of their best winners of last year, 
Haley & Lee were still able to reach the top in the class 
for milking cows with Gypsie Posch Ruby, who was made 
Reserve Senior Champion. Quebec had the next three 
places in this class, Raymondale taking second and fourth 
and Mount Victoria third. The latter also won the milk- 
ing three-year-old and milking two-year-old classes, both 
with daughters of Count Paul Echo Posch, making three 
first prize daughters for that sire. For some reason yet 
to be explained, the three were not shown as Get of Sire, 
which at the C. N. E. consists of only three animals. They 
would probably have won the class had they been so ex- 
hibited. 

Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, took their first 
red (first prize) in the senior yearling class with Abeg- 
weit Plura, who will be remembered as the Junior Cham- 
pion at Ottawa a short time before. This was another 
uneven and fairly plain class as a whole, but the Ray- 
mondale heifer is one of the good ones, having great size 
without coarseness, and plenty of style. Her being heavy 
with calf perhaps pulled her down a little and accented a 
somewhat faulty tail setting, which is about the only place 
where she can be criticised. 

The junior yearling class was much more satisfactory 
both as a class and as to top animals. Here the judge 
found his Junior Champion, C. V. Alcartra Toitilla 
Ormsby, who promises to develop into a better cow than 
her All-American dam. Mr. Innes and his sons may well 
be proud of this great pair. A sister to the Junior Cham- 
pion won second in this class for Innes and another sister 
stood eighth in the class of nineteen. 

In the senior calf class, a Mount Victoria entry beat 
out Raymondale’s daughter of Brookholm Inka and Wis- 
consin Fobes 7th for first place in a class of 23 entries. 
This was another rather spotty class. The Reserve Jun- 
ior Champion was found in the junior calf class, she being 
Sunnyridge Colantha Dutchland, bred and owned by E. B. 
Durham of Smithville. Raymondale had a daughter of Sir 
Inka May in second place and Innes had two daughters of 
his first prize two-year-old bull in third and sixth places. 


The Groups 

The groups and herds at Toronto were very interesting 
all the way through. The Mount Victoria Senior Herd, 
which is the same as Graded or Exhibitor’s Herd except 
that there are two females three years old or over, was 
clearly outstanding in the matter of ribbons won by the 
various individuals and was quite a uniform group with 
the exception of one animal, the yearling heifer. This 
group consisted of the two Grand Champions, the first 
prize milking three-year-old, first prize milking two-year-

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Registration and the Code of Ethics 


breeders are giving so much thought is by no means 

confined to the Holstein-Friesian breed. The other 

breeds are all studving it and trying to devise some ef- 
fective system that will work under our American condi- 
tions. 

We were interested in a recent editorial on the subject 
appearing in The Jersey Bulletin, and we are glad to re- 
produce it for the benefit of our readers. This suggestion 
is an interesting modification of the idea we have been 
advancing for some time—that breeders work out and 
apply individually their own system of selective registra- 
tion as a voluntary improvement measure of their own. 
Here is the editorial referred to: 

“We have been very much interested in the dis- 
cussions reported to us from various sources baving 
to do with the question of selective registration of 
Jersey cattle in a movement to purify the breed of so- 
called undesirable and unworthy specimens which are 
registered by the American Jersey Cattle Club. 

“One of the most interesting things we have had 
presented to us is the proposition of a code of ethics 
to be observed by breeders in submitting Jerseys to 
the Club for registration. Under the present rules of 
registration the Club is bound to accept any animal 
when the records submitted are conclusive proof of 
the animal’s ancestry, ownership and birth. Nat- 
urally a lot of “scrub” quality is registered and given 
this sort of official approval of the parent organiza- 
tion, regardless of what the personal judgment of the 
Club might be if the animal in question came before 
it for inspection. 

“There is no method now by which such unde- 
sirables can be excluded from registration, or set 
apart under rules which would show them devoid of 
qualities which merit ranking with the better speci- 
mens of the breed. But it has been suggested that if 
breeders would agree to a code of ethics, similar to 
the spirit of hundreds of business organizations 
among which a code of ethics is taking a prominent 
place in the conduct of the business of the bodies in 
question, and refrain voluntarily from presenting un- 
desirables for registration then rapid progress could 
be made in purifying and raising the standard of the 
breed. 

“It is an interesting proposition. The unknown 
quantity is the attitude of breeders in general to such 
a plan. It has never been tried out, and if it ever is it 
will probably have to have a local beginning, with 
the hope that it will be adopted by others if the re- 
sults would warrant. No business in the world has a 
higher grade of men and women connected with it 

. than Jersey cattle breeding. It would be interesting 
to see the reaction if such a proposition was tried out 


T problem of selective registration to which our 
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in any Jersey breeders’ organization. It would be an 
outstanding case of pioneering to raise the breed’s 
standard.” 


Don’t Wait for Prosperity to Come 


HE fellow who sits down and waits for prosperity to 
T come to him is pretty apt to be disappointed—po 
matter what line of business he is in. The business 
of breeding pure bred cattle is no exception. Manufae. 
turers and producers generally in the field of business do 
not expect to be successful under any such program. And 
yet how many Holstein breeders there are who are doing 
just that thing—waiting for prosperity to come knocking 
at their door? They carry on their breeding operations 
as best they are able—and then complain that there js 
no demand for their surplus animals. They make up their 
minds that because the buyers do not search them out 
and offer them satisfactory prices for their animals, the 
demand must be poor and the business in a bad way. The 
fact is that the breeders who are producing saleable cattle 
and making a businesslike effort to merchandise them are 
not complaining about the state of the Holstein industry, 
We were talking recently with the owner of a medium. 
sized herd. This owner had been using the best bulls he 
could afford to buy—had been growing his young stock 
well—carrying on a consistent program of testing for 
production—it happened to be entirely in the 7-day divi. 
sion—and for the past two or three years had been show- 
ing at the fairs within convenient reach. He never broke 
any records for production—and he never ran away with 
all the prizes at any fair where he competed. But he 
did demonstrate good creditable production and accept- 
able type. He also did some advertising in a modest 
way. 

“How is business with you?’ we asked him—this was 
within the past month. His reply was: “We have been 
breeding Holsteins for the past thirteen years. Business 
has never been so good with us as during the past five 
months.” 


You can’t sit down and wait and expect prosperity to 
come to you—you must do your part in going after it. 
You mustn’t blame the Holstein industry for your own 
shortcomings. Desirable animals, properly merchandised, 
will bring appropriate prices right now. You must not 
expect the other fellow to pay you real money for under- 
fed, under-grown, poor producing, off-type animals of the 
sort that you yourself would refuse to buy if you were 
in his place. Don’t blame the industry—face the facts— 
ssee what factors are lacking if your business is not pros- 
pering—and make an honest effort to remedy the condi- 
tions in your own herd that are at fault. If you will do 
that—honestly and intelligently—we shall have many 
more Holstein breeders answering: “Business is better 
than ever.”

In her previous lactations she has shown her- 
self to be a very persistent performer, and we are accord- 
ingly justified in looking for a real yearly record from her 
this time, barring accident. Freshening first at 2 years, 
19 days of age she made a 7-day record of 25.39 Ibs. butter, 
439.9 Ibs. milk. In 305 days she made 763.97 Ibs. butter, 
15,449 Ibs. milk. Freshening again in just four days more 
than a year, she made a 7-day record of 27.17 lbs. butter, 
570.6 lbs. milk and made in 305 days 834.22 lbs. butter, 
17,203 lbs. milk. Her third freshening was at 4 years, 1 
month, 26 days, just over thirteen months from her pre- 
vious calving, and this time she made 31.21 Ibs. butter, 
533.4 lbs. milk in 7 days, 946.05 Ibs. butter, 18,232.4 Ibs. 
milk in 305 days and in the same lactation a full year rec- 
ord of 1,030.10 Ibs. butter, 19,694.2 Ibs. milk, with an aver- 
age test for the year of 4.18 per cent fat.

Moines is a second coliseum. The one 
they have is a good one but not very 
large and they had eight breeds of 
cattle being judged in the same ring 
at the same time, Herefords, Short- 
horns, Milking Shorthorns, Angus, 
Red Polled, Holsteins, Ayrshires and 
Brown Swiss. A judge is seriously 
handicapped in working under these 
conditions.

There are two “knocks” and here is 
a bouquet. They have a wonderful 
fair at Des Moines—a real farmers’ 
fair. They have large crowds and 
the main proportion of them come to 
see the exhibits and to learn some- 
thing instead of merely to see the 
races and ride the merry-go-round.

The K. P. O. P. Show Herd was in 
Ohio the week of the Iowa fair but 
Hargrove & Arnold had a few head 
out just to show their good will, as 
their farm is quite near Des Moines. 
Ray Arnold drove in with his family 
and brought a picnic lunch, which 


some miscreant stole before Ray and 
his folks got a chance at it. Some- 
body suggested that the thief was 
probably some newspaper reporter 
who has been following the fairs for 
several weeks and living on fair 
grounds fodder, and who could not 
resist the temptation of a little home- 
cooked chicken. .

I must speak again of the splen- 
did constructive work that is being 
done by H. O. Larsen at Forum Hol- 
stein Farm. Starting in a small way, 
without much capital, he has built 
up a herd of his own breeding that 
is finding favor all around the circuit. 
He was Premier Breeder and Premier 
Exhibitor at both Des Moines and 
Springfield, and Premier Breeder and 
second highest exhibitor at Sedalia, 
according to unofficial figures. His 
last two herd sires, Forum Ormsby 
Perfection and Forum Patriarch, 
both of his own breeding, have both 
sired some outstanding animals of 
the past two or three years, this 
year’s string being the best he has 
ever had out. At Des Moines, Larsen 
won all of the herd classes and Pro- 
duce of Cow, had Junior Champion 
female, two first prize bulls and two 
first prize females. His Graded Herd 
has been undefeated thus far, at three 
strong shows.

A word of tribute to the Board of 
Control of the Iowa State Institutions 
is also in order. Under the leader 
ship of Senator McCall, the State of 
Iowa is building high class pure bred 
Holstein herds at the various institu- 
tion farms, doing much real construc- 
tive breeding work and making 
money for the taxpayers at the same 
time. For some years past they have 
been line breeding with K. P. O. P. 
bulls mostly. Each year they show 
a string of some half a hundred or 
so, and while not all, of course, are 
outstanding show animals, the aver- 
age type is very good and they have 
had the Grand Champion cow at Des 
Moines the last two years.

Tuesday night I left Des Moiaes for 
a day at Aurora. With so many 
State Fairs the same week, I natur- 
ally expected the Central States Ex- 
position to be somewhat under par 
this year. In this I was very agree- 
ably surprised. Although only one 
out of state herd was present—Paul 
& Merriam from Indiana—the quality 
of the show compared quite favorably 
with their great show of last year 
when so many big exhibitors were 
present from several different states. 
I believe there were fewer plain ones 
that got inside the money than [I have 
seen at any show this year.

Perhaps the above sounds like a 
left-handed compliment, but it is not 
meant that way. The classes were 
well filled and the quality held up 
well throughout. The Rasmussen herd 
is one of the best on the circuit this 
season, in females at least. Rudolph 
has a great two-year-old bull and some 
splendid females. Rock River has the 
best line-up this year that I have 
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seen them show. Randolph and Johp 
Logan, both veteran exhibitors, have 
herds well up to their usual standarg 
The Johnson Piano Co. had one of the 
best junior yearling bulls I have Seen 
this year and President Lowden’s 
Sinnissippi Farm showed a real bull 
calf. Although Gillette turned them 
down, many judges will like the pair 
Adam Pancake is showing that dig 
so well at Springfield.

As I arrived late and left early at 
Aurora, my comment on this show is 
necessarily limited. The detailed ac. 
count of the show published elge. 
where was written from data fyr. 
nished by Judge Gillette. I might Say 
however, that I was mistaken in re 
porting last week that Tar Heel King, 
Rudolph’s first prize two-year-old at 
both Springfield and Aurora, is a son. 
of North Star Joe Homestead. As j 
have since learned, I was misinformed 
on that point and right now I am 
unable to give his ancestry correctly, 
But he is a good two-year-old, any- 
way.

Catching the 5:30 train out of Chi- 
cago, I arrived in Toronto just in 
time to miss the Aged Bull class, 
which as stated elsewhere, was head- 
ed by Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, this 
being his 19th Grand Champion. He 
will be seen at the National this 
year, according to present plans.

I was only one of the million and 
a half people who saw the Canadian 
National Exhibition this year. The 
“Ex” as they call it in Toronto, is 
probably the greatest thing of the 
kind on the North American conti- 
nent. As a dairy show it does not 
compare with the Canadian Royal or 
with some of the great shows of the 


States, but as for the Exhibition as 
a whole — well, I  was_ there 
only two days and _ spent my 


whole time in the judging ring, but 
I might say that it occupies 300 acres 
of beautiful park land on the shores 
of Lake Ontario, with $11,000,000 
worth of permanent buildings, and 
thoroughly covers every phase of the 
nation’s diversified interests, not alone 
of agriculture but of science, art, and 
industry, with displays of the Domin- 
ion’s products from factory and farm, 
mine and forest, lake and ocean, stu- 
dio and office. The Coliseum alone is 
the equivalent of a more than aver- 
age fair grounds. It must be seen to 
be appreciated.

Except for the Holsteins, the dairy 
show is quite ordinary. I didn’t see 
any good Guernseys and only a few 
Ayrshires or Jerseys that compare 
with those found at our leading State 
Fairs. But they have got some real 
Holsteins, although except for a few 
of the herds, mostly shown in the 
rough. Most of the leadsmen would 
well take a few lessons in showman- 
ship from some of our Boys’ and 
Girls’ Calf Clubs. And apparently 
they do not think it worth while to 
“run the line” the night before the 
show, if you know what I mean.

Pete Moore of Colony Farm did a 
workmanlike job of judging and I 
didn’t hear any of the “crabbing” 
which so often mars shows in the 
States. If anyone had any fault to 
find he kept it strictly to himself so 
far as I could hear. A while ago I 
mentioned the type favored by many 
college prof. judges. Pete likes them 
big and strong, and he likes them 
close to the ground. He wants 
middles and constitution. He wants 
his bulls masculine and his cows 
milky. If at the same time he can 
have smoothness, good tail setting 
and refinement along with strength, 
so much the better, and at Toronto 
this year he was usually able to find 
all of these things at Jeast in his tops.

The two Quebec herds made a good 
showing, Mount Victoria Farms get- 
ting both Grand Championships and 
numerous firsts in class. Their first 
prize senior herd, consisting of bull, 
two cows, a two-year-old, and yearling 
and a heifer calf, was made up en- 
tirely of first prize winners, with the 
single exception of the yearling who 
was inside the money. Raymondale 
Farm made a showing not quite so 
sensational’ but they were fighting 
for top money in nearly every class, 
and now and then came out on top.

When the five County Herds were 
led in, many expected Vaudreuil 
County, Quebec to have the prefer- 
ence, containing both Grand Cham- 
pions. According to Canadian Na- 
tional rules, however, there can be 
not more than two animals owned by 
any one exhibitor, due to a techni- 
cality in making entry, the Raymon- 
dale entries were debarred from the 
County Herd, with the result that the 
Vaudreuil line-up consisted of the two 
Champions and a few odds and ends. 
Oxford and Perth Counties both had 
uniform herds and deserved to place 
first and second, as they did. 


While no official figures are avail- 
able, I believe the J. W. Innes herd 
must have been one of the big win- 
ners, perhaps the biggest winner. 
This was their eighth fair of the 1926 
season, covering the leading shows 
from Ormstown on the east to Van- 
couver on the west, which means the 
whole breadth of the continent. Their 
two-year-old bull, Abbekerk Sylvia 
Lad, has won first in his class at all 
eight shows, according to Mr. Innes. 
His All-American two-year-old of 
1925, Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, 
topped the dry three-year-old class at 
Toronto and her daughter showing as 
a junior yearling was Junior Cham- 
pion. The Innes outfit was invincible 
in most of the herd classes. Inci- 
dentally, one of the Inn@s boys is a 
real showman and his cattle were 
clean and well fitted. 

Sir Francey Mercena Burke, the 
McPhee bull, who has been three 
times chosen All-American, was not 
at the show, but he had three sons 
that made up the first prize Get of 
Sire. One was Junior Champion, an- 
other Reserve Junior Charipion, ard 
the other third in class, all yearlings.

made very acceptable champions thoroughly typical of 
the great show out of which they came. 

The going wasn’t of the best for the favorites, winners 
of another year, but that very fact is a tribute to the 
quality of the show and the improvement in breed type 
that is constantly being made. Two All Americans and 
some of the reserves fell by the wayside but Haeger’s 
choices met with general ringside approval. And with 
this we come to the actual competition by classes. 

In the aged bull class, Haeger soon cut the 21 exhibits 
to 12 for his short string. Out of this competition came a 
new winner shown for the first time in strong shows. 
Carnation showed a new show bull sired by a 1,000 three- 
year-old son of Chimacum Spring Farm King Pontiac for 
first. He is a bit small but nearly perfect and he won 
over the bull owned by Rabenhorst that stood next to the 
Piek bull and North Star Joe Homestead at Wisconsin 
last year. Joe Homestead by the way could do no better 
than fourth here this time. He seemed to show at a dis- 
advantage what with the handicap of approaching age 
and a desire to fight the efforts of the showman to keep 
him properly lined up. The winner was bred by Ray 
T. Smith of Linden, Washington, and has spent most of 
his life thus far in a grade herd out on the Coast. The 
Rabenhorst bull is showing better than last year and 
while not perfect is a keen competitor in big time shows. 
An Ollie bull shown by W. A. Sayre made a good third 
and with more fitting will bear watching. 

The seven three-year-olds were the best ring of bulls 
although the twa-year-olds were about equal to them. 
The former produced the senior and grand champion in 
the Halbach bull last year’s All-American two-year-old. 
He shows better than ever. Joe Piek’s son of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst stood second and Joe is to be con- 
gratulated on the showing he made with-sons and daugh- 
ters of this famous bull. 

The two-year-olds brought out 21 and the quality in 
this ring ran well down beyond the ribbons. Here 
occurred one of the All-American upsets when Plaut Har- 
court Creator, owned by Plaut and McDonald, beat Sir 
Star Laura Segis owned by Minnesota Holstein Company. 
The latter won when the two met last at the National and 
won the All-American senior yearling designation for 1925. 
But the Plaut bull according to Haeger, shows better 
dairy quality and is a bit better over the shoulders than 
the famous Sir Star. Pabst Admiration, junior sire at 
Pabst Holstein Farms, was in bad humor on the day of 
the show and faulted himself. While he might not have 
gone higher he would have created a better impression 
had he behaved himself. He has about the best dairy 
temperament of the three bulls and perhaps a little finer 
finish than either of the two above him. 


Joe Piek again leading in a son of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst, proved that he had the best senior yearling and 
with him won the junior championship. Pabst Perfection, 
a full brother to the famous Pabst American Beauty, won 
the junior yearling contest against strong competition 
from a son of Sir Inka May, shown by Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company. Both are very good. A son of General 
Homestead Mercedes was found best senior calf and 
Carnation showed a son of Sir Inka May and a son of 
Romeo for first and second among the bull calves that 
were shown as juniors. 

With forty-two aged cows to choose from it is natural 
that the winning string in this exhibit should be an in- 
spiring sight. No really sensational animals come out 
but quality was there aplenty. Last year’s winner re- 
peated. Judge Haeger said after the ring was judged 
that Clothilde Piebe Longfield has the best Holstein 
udder he has seen on a cow since the days of Aconeth 
Lady, his old and famous show cow of fifteen years ago. 
She won on this and this only for the Carnation cow, 
Ruby Fayne Posch, had magnificent body strength and 
rump but was deficient in veining and udder just where 
her opponent was strong. Haeger incidentally paid more 
attention to udders than ever before with the result that 
no cow lacking in mammary development or lacking signs 
of good development went up. Pabst’s Lady Boerinhurst 
Pontiac was fourth and a fine cow of similar type to first 
prize winner stood third. Haeger broke type a bit to 
make room for the Carnation entry whose very fine 
strength and evident ruggedness entitled her to high 
place. The four-year-old class produced the senior and 
grand champion in Hollyhock Piebe Fobes. She is a 
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daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes and has a fine yearly 
record inaddition to her individual superiority. Here 
again superior udder development carried the day for 
the Matador four-year-old shown by Carnation had it on 
the Hollyhock entry for body but lacked markedly jn 
mammary development. The second prize cow was junior 
champion at Portland in 1923 when a yearling and has 
always been well liked by Haeger. The Class outside of 
the two tops was below the general average of the show. 

Carnation had the top three-year-old, a granddaughter 
of Iowana Sir Ollie and a maternal sister to the second 
prize aged cow, was top two-year-old beating here the 
famous Pabst American Beauty showing now in two-year. 
old form. The All-American sensation of last year wij] 
not freshen until next January and the good udder de. 
velopment of the Carnation entry turned the tide in her 
favor. Judge Haeger explained after this class that in 
his opinion the two-year-old class is a milking class and 
heifers in milk with good udders must be given preference 
over heifers that have not yet freshened. Beauty is the 
same strong heifer in body showing even better than last 
year in this regard. 

That wonderful breeder, May Walker Ollie Homestead, 
produced the best senior yearling sired by the Minnesota 
Holstein Company’s Sir Inka Superior Segis. She is q 
full sister to Sir Inka May, famous All-American show bull 
now owned by Carnation and Judge Haeger liked her well 
enough to make her junior champion. Jefferson County 
Asylum brought out another daughter of Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince as best junior yearling among 
the forty-five shown and Minnesota Holstein company 
had another by Sir Inka Superior Segis in second place, 

There were seventy-three actual exhibits in the senior 
heifer calf class and Carnation had a daughter of Ma- 
tador Segis Walker 6th in first place after Judge Haeger 
had spent an hour and a half finding out who was who. 
Hollyhock Farms had a fine thing out of a Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes daughter, sired by Creation in second. The 
Dickinson entry, a little granddaughter of Iowana Sir 
Ollie, was top baby calf with McDonald and Jefferson 
pressing her closely. Calf club winners accounted for 
four places out of the fifteen prizes in this class taking 
fourth and seventh and two other places. 

The groups were hotly contested and Carnation who 
had better ribbon placing to draw from split their win- 
ners to make two groups. Pabst’s nicely balanced group 
in the aged herd, won however, and Carnation took second 
and fifth. McDonald, who won a blue and knocked at 
the door consistently throughout the show had the third 
aged herd. Pabst beat out Minnesota in the young herd 
competition, but in calf herd Carnation with two blues, 
took the ribbon. Heck Bros. had second here. 

The get of sire contest was of course very hot with 
22 gets in the ring. Creator gained signal honor here 
when he beat out Sir Inka Superior Segis, sire of the first 
get at the National last year. The Creator get consisted 
of older animals and a bit better bull according to Haeger 
although the Minnesota bull’s get looked uniform and well 
balanced too. Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes sired the third 
prize group which included the grand champion cow. 
Carnation’s Matador Segis Walker group was fourth. 

The produce of cow was the best exhibit ever shown, 
perhaps at any show. Twenty pair appeared and Halbach 
with the grand champion bull and sixth prize aged bull, 
full brothers, won because the sixth prize aged bull 
showed better than he did in the open class competition. 

The second prize aged cow and first two-year-old were 
second pair. Pabst American Beauty and her full brother 
were third. Piebe had two full brothers in fourth place. 
McDonald had a pair fifth. Minnesota Holstein Company 
showed the May Walker offspring for sixth although, both, 
in justice to them, did not show anywhere near as well as 
they did in the open classes. Carnation had the best four 
cows in milk followed by Jefferson and Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company. In the county herd competition where 13 
were shown Waukesha with two grand champions beat 
Jefferson reversing a defeat handed out by these keen 
rivals last year.

IT IS A DUTY OF BREEDERS TO HELP ERADICATE ABORTION DISEASE 


HE MOST favorable seat for the growth and development of Bacillus Bang is in the fetal membranes of the 
ey pregnant uterus and in the developed udder. It also has been found in the genital tract of infected bulls 

and in the stomach and intestines of newly born and aborted calves from infected dams. ‘These should be 
considered as sources of infection. 


Since the pregnant uterus is one of the most favorable seats for the growth and development of Bacillus abortus 
Bang, cows should be regarded as the most dangerous spreaders at the time of abortion and for a short time 
afterwards through discharges from the uterus and vagina. Next to the aborted cow, infected cows at apparent- 
ly normal calving time are dangerous spreaders. A cow does not necessarily need to abort to become a spreader. 
Not all animals affected with tuberculosis develop the typical symptoms of this disease, neither do all cows 
abort that wre infected with Bang bacillus. In either case, however, the affected animals may be spreaders of 
the cause of the disease in question. 


The Bacillus Bang has not been found in the uterus of cows for more than 58 days after an abortion or appar- 
ently normal calving and seldom has it been found later than 30 days subsequent to calving. After this time 
there should be little danger of healthy bulls becoming mechanical carriers from serving infected cows. 


All animals infected with Bang Bacillus should be considered dangerous spreaders. All materials contaminated 
with Bang Bacillus should be considered sources of infection. The intestinal discharge from calves suckling in- 
fected mothers should be considered a source of infection. A large percentage of infected cows are life-time car- 
tiers of Bang Bacillus in the udder and their milk should be considered a source of infection. 


It has been shown that abortion can be: produced by feeding materials containing Bang Bacillus and it is be- 
lieved that most infections are contracted through materials contaminated and eaten as food or taken into the 
mouth in me other way. All food and water should therefore be guarded against becoming contaminated with 
Bang Bacillus.

The Butter Test 

Considerable interest was taken in the 72-hour butter- 
fat contest, with a $1,000 silver cup and the $100 in prize 
money as the incentive. Five breeds were entered. Milk- 
ing Shorthorns outnumbered all others with five entries 
and there was one each from the Holstein, Jersey, Guern- 
sey and Ayrshire breeds. Alasa Farms, who offered the 
cup, are milking Shorthorn breeders. The contest was 
won by K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, owned by Yates Farms, 
who produced in 72 hours, 7.48 lbs. fat. Her nearest com- 
petitor was a member of the Alasa Farms Milking Short- 
horn herd who finished with 6.73 Ibs. fat. An Ayrshire 
finished third with 6.2 lbs. K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, 
the winner, had been in milk since February and deserves 
the greater credit for winning in competition with fresh 
cows on that account.

In 
the absence of the first string bunch from Hargrove & 
Arnold Farms, a K. P. O. P. get was exhibited by Gillette 
that was quite close to the winning group. This con- 
sisted of two aged bulls and two aged cows. The get of 
Sir P. O. M. 14th, exhibited by Femco was also very 
strong, featuring Woodmen’s Grand Champion bull, 
Femco’s second prize aged bull and two reasonably good 
cows. Griffith had a mature get of Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King in fourth place—Sir Johanna Bess Segis 
and four large record Piebe daughters. The first young get 
to win a place was Larsen’s get of Forum Patriarch, 
which included the Junior Champion heifer. 


Larsen also won the Produce with the two Blue Ribbon 
sons of Owanda Gerben Barber, a three-year-old and a 
yearling. Old Owanda herself won six Grand Champion- 
ships in 1921. Another Larsen produce took second, being 
the first prize senior yearling heifer and fourth prize 
two-year-old bull, out of Forum Maud Masterpiece, a 
former All-American winner.

AUGUST MILK PRICES HIGHER 

Higher milk prices in nearly all sec- 
tions of the country are reported by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
at Washington. The average price 
per hundred for 3.5 per cent milk for 
the entire country was $2.71, as com- 
pared with a similar average of $2.66 
for July, 1926 and $2.66 for August, 
1925. Seven of the nine sections into 
which they divided the country for 
the purpose of these statistics showed 
increases in price over the previous 
month. One other séction was the 
same as for July, the only one show- 
ing a decrease price being the South 
Atlantic Section which dropped one 
cent from $3.66 to $3.65. This is the 
highest priced section of the entire 
country, and it shows the greatest 
gain of any section as compared with 
the August 1925 price.
